Just Mad Tenants

An aggressive position by 
the City Council may bring 
the improvement of FM 544 
to reality, Mayor Norman 
Whitsitt told a joint meeting 
of the Chamber of Com­ 
m erce and R otary Club 
Thursday. 
Whitsitt said the council 
has agreed to approach the 
state highway department 
again and ask that FM 544 be 
widened to four lanes from 
Westwood to Independence 
and that the Parker Rd 
Overpass at LIS 75 be con­ 
structed 
To encourage the state to 
authorize 
these 
im ­ 
provements, the city will 
offer to advance the federal 
government’s share of the 
costs until the next highway 
bill is enacted by Congress in 
1977 
“We’re not sure we can do 
it,” the mayor admitted. 
“but 
w e’ve 
taken 
an 
aggressive position and I 
hope we can get these im 
provements which are badly 
needed 


“The council is trying to 
make this a better city to live 
in,” he pledged, “ but it is 
frustrating trying to deal 
with a department whose 
whole criteria has changed.” 
He explained that 
the 
department is very close to 
bankruptcy and will only 
construct those projects for 
which federal money can be 
obtained. 
The 
state 
is 
determined to get the most 
roadway 
for the Texas 
dollar, which they believe is 
accomplished in the 70-30 
matching grant process 
Whitsitt noted that most 
federal monies are tied up in 


Urban Systems Funds which 
are under the jurisdiction of 
the D allas County Com 
missioners. Some additional 
funds are available for Collin 
County but they must be 
used on rural roads 
The city even hired an 
attorney 
to 
lobby 
in 
Washington to obtain federal 
money, but apparently none 
will be available until 1977 
After much 
consideration 
the council agreed to try the 
altern ate 
approach of 
supplying the federal funds 
themselves 
The Parker Overpass is 
also being pressed as a top

Reducing plan 
for energy users 


Plan E 
How to save electricity when 
using air conditioning 


Central System s 
1. Set thermostat on 78°, or higher, during the summer. Turn 
unit off if you'll be away from home several days. 
2. Keep equipment at top operating efficiency. Have it 
checked seasonally by qualified serviceman. 
3. Check filter every 30 days. Dirty filters cause equipment to 
use excessive electricity. If filter is permanent, clean by 
manufacturer's directions; if it's disposable, it should be 
replaced when dirty. 
4. Keep furniture, draperies away from air outlets and returns. 
Clean grills often. 
5. Close draperies and blinds to keep out direct sunlight.

A New Dimension

Did you know the a ir is 
considered a new dimension 


i i i gardening 
and that 
hanging baskets are quite 
useful to the gardener with 
lim ited or otherwise useless 
planting areas? 
Apartment dwellers with a 
balcony for a backyard are 
delighted 
w ith 
hanging 
gardens, since they gain the 
equivalent space of a second 
backyard. 
And 
a ll 
that’s 
needed fo r this unusual 
display 
is 
an 
overhead 
support from which to hang 
plants and a sense of fun and 
adventure. 


However, before hanging 
just any plant, consider the 
surrounding landscape and 
the location’s exposure to the 
elements. Because baskets 
are displayed at eye level, 
they are most effective as 
accents fo r outdoor and 
indoor livin g areas But too 
many baskets can spoil the 
effect of the accent. Sim ilar 
to accent paintings, hanging 
baskets must have a good 
background and be placed at 
the proper eye level 
for 
desired effect. 
In a d d itio n to m aking 
certain your location has the 
desired visual im pact, it’s 
advisable to consider plant 
selection, since d iffe re n t 
plants 
re q u ire 
v a ry in g 
amounts of sun. And hanging 
baskets 
should 
never 
be 
exposed to strong winds, or 
reflected heat. 
S electing 
p la nts 
fo r 
hanging baskets 
is 
like 
selecting clothing—there are 
many possibilities, and your 
choice 
u ltim a te ly 
w ill 
depend on 
your 
personal 
taste. Generally, plants w ith 
a hanging or tra ilin g form 
are favored for hanging, but 
feel free to experim ent w ith 
almost any container plant 
except those that are large 
and upright
